Big Sector of Germany 


Churchill Announces

LONDON, Feb. 27.—(BUP)—Prime Minister Churchill 
&aid today that Poland will be given Upper Silesia, Danzig, the 
greater part of East Prussia, and a “long Baltic sea front.” 
To compensate for territory yielded to Russia in the 
east, Poland also will receive such additional German ter- 
ritory east of the Oder river as may be decided at the peace 
conference, Churchill told a packed House of Commons, 
He said Poland would be granted the “greater part of 
East Prussia to the west of Koenigsberg’, indicating that 
Russia may retain the capital of the Junkers province. 


Curzon Line Will Be Frontier 


Poland's eastern frontier, he reaffirmed, would be the 
Curzon line as drawn by an Allied commission in 1919 and 
“including, of course, the exclusion of Lwow from Poland.” 

Churchill said he had received f grees assurances” 

from both President Roosevelt and U.S. Secretary of State 
Edward R. Stettinius that the United States had no objec- 
tion or complaint to steps Britain has taken in Italy. 

“Tam not prepared to accept suggestions from any quar- 
ter that Great Britain has fallen behind other victorious 
powers in taking a generous view toward Italy or that we 
nourish any design of power politics,” he said, 


Ready If Germany Collapses 


Churchill said the United States has “entered deeply and 
constructively into the life and salvation of Europe.” 

“We have, all three, set our hands to far-reaching en- 
gagements at once practical and solemn,” he said in conclud- 
ing his summary of the Crimean conference. 

“United, we have the unchallengeable power to lead 
the world to prosperity and freedom. The great powers 
must seek to serve.” 

He spoke for an hour and 50 minutes, broken by an hour |

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Assessment Figures Up 


Edmonton's property assessment 1s 
moving up. It is $3,346,040 more this yea! 
than it was last year. The 1945 figure for 
taxation purposes is $73,138,300. 

There have been times when increased 
assessment only meant that some more 
farm land had been surveyed into lots and 
the city boundary moved out to include it. 
And other times when a falling assess- 
ment meant that some of the subdivided 
goose pastures had been returned to farm 
land status. 

The present advance has not been 
brought about by a general revision of as- 
sessed values of property, nor by shoving 
the city boundaries farther out. It is the 
result of vacant lots being built upon and 
thereby being increased in real value, and 
of city-held lots being returned to private 
ownership and thus made taxable. 

The gain in assessed value thus reflects 
a gain in the actual value of city property. 


That, as Edmonton people have reason to 
know, is the only safe and sane basis on 
which to mark up the valuation of pro- 
perty for taxation purposes.

Dr. E. Floyd Willoughby, president of 


the Canadian Lea ney! Federation, told an 
audience in Edmonton last week that a fed- 
eral bureau of dag ion should be set up 
in Canada in the interests of ‘national sol- 
idarity” 

Similar views have been expressed by 
The Edmonton Bulletin over a period of 
years. Most assuredly there is grave need 
for some machinery to co-ordinate the ed- 
ucational systems of this country. 

Canada has nine provinces and nine 
educational systems tied in with each 
other in the loosest possible way. With nine 
educational systems there are nine con- 
ceptions of citizenship and, presumably, 
nine different kinds of Canadians. 

How can we hope for unity under those 
circumstances? 

Dr. Willoughby envisions, not only a 
single educational system for Canada, but 
an internationalization of education in the 


interests of world peace. This is a broad 
view and an intelligent view. But the im- 
medfute needs of this country would be 
satisfied with a national educational pol- 
icy which would wipe out some of the 


Serious discrepancics among the nine exist- 
ing systems. 

Possibly a central federal bureau, as 
Dr. Willoughby suggests, would accomp- 
lish this purpose. Perhaps high uniform 
provincial standards should be requtred to 
qualify for federal grants. 

But whatever the device set up to en- 
sure this desired end, Canadians will do 
well to remember that they can have 
neither a workable democracy nor much 
nationa! purpose if the children of Canad” 
are tengat in nine different ways

Superforweasses and fighters on Sunday 
dumped twice a8 many tons of bombs on 
Tokyo as the luftwaffe ever dropped on 
London in one day.

Can't Jap land-based 
planes fly as far as the carrier-based fight 
ers which operate from Allied flat-tops 
only 300 miles or so off-shore? 

The patent fact is that by air and by 
sea the war has been carried to Japan and 
is being kept there, though only a fraction 
of the Allied air and sea power can yet be 
allocated to that theatre. If Tokyo's ex- 
perts saw any way to regain the initiative, 
even in the home area, they wouldn't wait 
until Germany is defeated before making 
the attempt.

Beekeepers Receive Warning 
Of Serious Sugar Shortage 


Alberta beekeepers were warned 
Tuesday hy W. G. leMaistre, pro 
vincial apiaris that unles they 
are registered with the agriculture 
department of the provincial agri- 
culture department, they will not 
receive sugar for their bees 

Due to the critical sugar situa 
tion, it is necessary to reduce to the 
minimum the amount of sugar 
used for feeding bees. Honey is the 
natural bee food, and sugar is used 
in the spring only when honey is 
scarce 

Applications fr sugar to feed 
bees should be sent to the provin 
cial apiarist. Application forms are 
being forwarded to all beckcepers 
registered with the apiculture 
branch, Alberta department of agri 
culture, Edmonton. Since honey is a 
rationed commodity beekeepers 
are also required by the Wartime 
Prices and Trade Board to register 
with their local ration boards. This 
registration is necessary whether 
or not honey is sold 

Registration with the department 
of agriculture must be done an- 
nually. Registration with the ration 
board is required once only, There 
are no charges for registration 


WEED LOSES

ERADICATE WARBLE FLY 

“Eradicate the Warble Fly is 
the theme of a message issued this 
week by the Alberta Livestock Co- 
Operative 

“Last year farmers and ranchers 
did a grand job toward eradicating 
the warble fly,” the message s.ates 
“The job is not complete. Farmers 
must continue their work, and the 
rest of their neighbors must co 
operate, The farmer who has a few 
head of cattle can treat them by 
hand for the nominal cost of two 
to three cents per head. This treat 
ment should be repeated every 
three weeks until al] the grubs are 
killed. Consult the district agri- 
culturist in the area, and it is 
then up to the stock owner to co- 
ordinate a plan to complete the 
job this year. Through treatment 
warble-free catile will result in 
contented cattle, which in turn will 
mean more beef and warble free 
hides 


BUTTER AND CHEESE 


According to advice received 
from D. H. McCallum, dairy com 
missioner, Alberta creamery butter 
production for January amounted 
to 1,654,067 pounds, a reduction of 
approximately 4 per cent as com 
pared to the same month of 1944 
All Canada shows an increase of 
5.2 per cent for January, due main 
ly to increases in the eastern 
provinces 

Factory cheese production was 
up 85,000 pounds or 51.8 per cent 
over January, 1944, although dur- 
ng the same month Caneda as a 
whole was down in cheese produc- 
tion 


SEED TREATMENT 


Organic mercury dusts are de- 
finitely increasing in favour as a 
means of controlling certain dis- 
eases affecting cereal grains. In 
addition to controlling the same 
diseases as formaldehyde they will 
also contro] the seed-borne root 
rots of all cereals. Like formalde- 
hyde, the organic mercury dusts 
will not control loose smut of wheat 
or barley. An advantage in the use 
of organic mercury dusts is that 
they will not cause such a reduc- 
tion in the germinating strength of 
seeds, particularly wheat and oats 
as does the formaldehyde treat- 
ment 


In experiments conducted during 
the last season at Edmonton and 
Lethbridge by the Dominion labor 
ator\ of plant pathology the 
formaldehyde seed treatment of 

yund healthy wheat reduced the 
emergence of seedlings 36 and 47 
per cent., as well as reducing the 
vield one-half and two-thirds re 
ively over that for the organic 


spe 
mercury dusts In the treatment 
of oats and barle formaldehyde 
seed atment causes some reduc 
tion in emergence and vield of oats 
but usually very little in the case of 
barley 


Present recommendation are 
therefore in favour of treatment of 


seed wheat, oats and barley with 


organic mercury dusts. Such treat 
ment s good nsurance against 
losses from covered ~muts of wheat 


oats and barley as we 08E 


In addition grow 
er is assured of the prevention of 
loss from the eed-borne, root’ rot
